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Background 


The  Public  Health  Appeal  Board  (the  Board)  was  established 

February  03,  1999  under  the  amended  Public  Health  Act.  The  Board  replaced 

the  former  Public  Health  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  established  in  1985. 

The  Board  is  subject  to  general  rules  of  administrative  law  and  natural  justice 
as  they  apply  to  quasi-judicial  tribunals. 

Donald  R.  Cranston,  Q.C.,  of  the  law  firm  Bennett  Jones  LLP  provides  the 
Board  with  independent  legal  counsel. 


Duties 

The  Board  is  a panel  of  not  more  than  five  members  appointed  by  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council.  The  mandate  of  the  Board  is  to  hear 
appeals  from  individuals  who  have  been  direcdy  affected  by  a decision  of  a 
regional  health  authority  (RHA).  Those  decisions  are  related  primarily  to 
orders  issued  pursuant  to  section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

The  Board  may  call  upon  technical  experts  and  professionals  to  assist  and 
provide  them  with  specific  knowledge  in  areas  related  to  an  appeal.  At  the 
completion  of  an  appeal,  the  Board  gives  written  notice  of  its  decision. 

It  may: 

• confirm,  reverse  or  vary  the  decision  of  the  RHA  or 

• refer  the  matter  back  to  the  RHA  for  further  consideration. 
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Appeal  Activities  and  Summaries 


The  following  is  a summary  of  all  appeals  or  applications  received  and/ or 
heard  by  the  Board  from  October  20,  2008  to  December  31,  2009.  Orders 
were  issued  by  the  executive  officer  of  the  regional  health  authority  named  as 
per  the  following: 

# 17/2008  - Capital  Health 

Appeal  of  the  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Vuhlic  Health  Act,  declaring  the 
premises  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  requiring  the  owner  to  correct  a 
number  of  conditions  of  the  premises  by  a specified  date. 

Hearing  held  November  7,  2008 

The  Board  upheld  the  order.  The  appellant  was  to  correct  the  conditions 
identified  in  the  order  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  executive  officer  of  Capital 
Health. 

#18/2008 -Capital  Health 

Appeal  of  the  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  requiring  the 
owner  to  correct  a number  of  conditions  of  the  premises  by  a specified  date. 

Hearing  held  December  19,  2008 

The  Board  referred  the  order  back  to  Capital  Health  to  determine  a 
reasonable  time  frame  to  have  the  windows  bought  and  installed,  as  the  time 
period  in  the  order  was  considered  too  short. 

# 20/2008  - East  Central  Health 

Appeal  of  the  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  requiring  the 
owner  of  the  premises  to  remove  RV  units  contained  on  these  lands,  prohibit 
occupancy  and  ensure  premises  have  obtained  sewage,  electrical,  fire  and 
building  permits,  close  the  premises  until  such  time  as  the  conditions  referred 
to  have  been  rectified  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  executive  officer  of  the  East 
Central  Health  Region. 

The  appellant  withdrew  the  appeal. 
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# 21/2008  - East  Central  Health 


Appeal  of  the  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Vuhlic  Health  Act,  requiring  the 
owner  of  the  premises  to  remove  RV  units  contained  on  these  lands,  prohibit 
occupancy  and  ensure  premises  have  obtained  sewage,  electrical,  fire  and 
building  permits,  close  the  premises  until  such  time  as  the  conditions  referred 
to  have  been  rectified  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  executive  officer  of  the  East 
Central  Health  Region. 

This  matter  was  adjourned  for  ninety  days  on  the  condition  that  no  persons 
reside  within  the  subject  building  during  the  period  of  adjournment. 

The  appellant  withdrew  the  appeal  on  April  6,  2009. 

# 01/2009  - Alberta  Health  Services  - Z2  Calgary 

Appeal  of  an  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  requiring  the 
owner  to  correct  a number  of  conditions  of  the  premises  by  a specified  date 
and  the  premises  to  remain  unoccupied  by  the  public  until  such  time  that  the 
work  is  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  executive  officer  of  Alberta 
Health  Services  — Z2  Calgary. 

Hearing  held  March  18,  2009 

The  Board  upheld  the  order.  The  appellant  was  to  correct  the  conditions 
identified  in  the  order  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  executive  officer  of  Alberta 
Health  Services  - Z2  Calgary. 

# 02/2009  - Alberta  Health  Services  - Z4  Edmonton 

Appeal  of  the  May  2,  2002  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
declaring  the  premises  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  requiring  the  premises 
to  be  vacated  by  a specified  date  and  to  not  permit  occupancy  until 
authorized  by  an  executive  officer  of  Alberta  Health  Services  — Z4 
Edmonton. 

The  appellant  withdrew  the  appeal. 
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# 03/2009  - Alberta  Health  Services  - Z5  North 


Appeal  of  the  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  requiring  the 
owner  to  correct  deficiencies  concerning  moisture  damage  and  requiring  the 
premises  to  be  vacated  by  a specified  date  and  to  not  permit  occupancy  until 
authorized  by  an  executive  officer  of  Alberta  Health  Services  — Z5  North. 

The  order  was  rescinded  and  no  longer  a decision  to  be  considered  by  the 
Board  on  appeal. 

# 04/2009  - Alberta  Health  Services  - Z5  North 

Appeal  of  the  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  requiring  the 
owner  to  immediately  cease  serving  donair  meat  until  satisfactory  completion 
of  the  Food  Safe  Course  and  to  not  open  the  premises  until  authorized  by  an 
executive  officer  of  Alberta  Health  Services  - Z5  North. 

The  appellant  withdrew  the  appeal. 

# 05/2009  - Alberta  Health  Services  - Z2  Calgary 

Appeal  of  the  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  requiring  the 
owner  to  ensure  the  current  tenant  and  future  tenants  not  use  the  room  in 
question  for  sleeping  purposes  as  it  lacks  a window  or  door  opening  to  the 
exterior  of  the  building.

The  Board  upheld  the  order.  The  appellant  was  to  correct  the  conditions 
identified  in  the  order  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  executive  officer  of  Alberta 
Health  Services  — Z2  Calgary.

Appeal  of  the  order  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  requiring  the 
owner  pursue  to  reconnect  the  gas  service  to  the  premises,  repair  water 
damaged  walls,  and  hire  a pest  control  company  for  removal  of  bed  bugs.
